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HOUSEHOLD EDUCATION. 


Western Plowman. 


We meet people every day whose 


use in the great economy of natare 
is to ns a profound mystery. They 
toil not, neither do they spin, yet 
they eat food which other hands have 
earned; they wear raiment which 
was produced fay the hard toil of their 
betters. We regret to say that we 
have seen individuals (who by the 
polite usages of society were called 
ladies,) who made it their boast that 
they did not know how to work; 
that they were unaccustomed to 
household duties and had never been 
taught to perform menial services 
which belonged to a lower sphere, 
and all that sort of twaddle. 
If we 


ore ever tempted to' question the 
wisdom of Divine Providence it is 
when we meet one of these brainless 
creatures and listen to such confes- 
sions of utter worthlessness. A wo- 
man who has any attributes of true 
womanhood would be ashamed to 
make such an admission. She would 
see how contemptible she must ap- 
pear in the eyes of every sensible 
man and woman. It is an essential 
duty of every woman to know how 
to do the work that usually pertains 
to women. 
Under this category 


come cooking, washing, cleaning, 
sewing and management and care of 
children. Until society experiences 
a very decided revolution, this work 
will be delegated very largely to 
women. But, bear in mind, we do 
not say that a woman should always 
do this kind of work herself. We 
respect and approve the ambition of 
the woman who longs for a higher 
work than the circumscribed limits 
of a household. We would bid her 
God-speed in her efforts to emanci- 
pate herself from the slavery of 
household duties and enter upon a 
higher sphere of work. If she can 
wnte books for a million of people 
and do more good than by baking 
bread for six, then by all means let 
the bread baking be done by those 
who can not wnte books 
We still 


maintain, however, that the head of 
the household should be practically 
familiar with all its details. It is in 
the house where the know-nothing 
and do-nothing lady presides, that 
the mistress is tyrannized over by the 
servant, for the very same reason 
that the workmen in a shop would 
hold an ignorant foreman in eon- 
tempt. How can a woman expect to 
have things well done when she has 
not the slightest idea how to give the 
necessary diretcions for accomplish- 
ing it f A business enterprise man- 
aged like many households would 
soon meet with disaster, and, on the 
same condition, nothing else could 
be expected. Now the same causes 
which produce failure in a business 
enterprise will prove as dangerous in 
a household. A man would not think 
of employing a superintendent for 
his business who was confessedly ig- 
norant of the work he was expected 
to superintend, and yet he commits a 
worse folly when he entrusts the im- 
portant management of a house to a 
woman who delights in her useless- 
ness and whose education and train 
ing place the possibility of any im- 
provement almost beyond hope. We 
trust we shall live to see the time 
when a woman's lack of knowledge 
of household duties shall attach a 
greater stigma than inability to read 
and write.

An Innovation in Freight Oars. 
The latest innovation of impor- 


tance in the way of car building has 
developed in St. Louis, in the way 
of a three truck freight car. Mr. 
Terry, some two years ago, conceiv- 
ed the idea of putting an additional 
track under a freight car as an eco- 
nomical means of increasing the car 
rying capacity of the car, with only a 
moderate additional expense in the 
construction. He got the privilege 
of putting his idea on the IronMoun 
tain railroad, and to a couple of ore 
cars he put the truck, midway be- 
tween the end trucks, the only ex 
pense being the cost of the trucks 
and a few timbers and iron to fasten 
them. The result was that they 
weie able to load the cars with double 
the former weights without any sign 
of damage or breakage. The cars 
have now been running two years in 
the ore service, and the master me 
chanic has made a statement that the 
repairs on the three truck cars have 
only been nominal as compared with 
tho old style. The matter has been 
kept quiet thus long to determine to 
a certainty the value of the plan by 
an actual test of sufficient time. An 
effort is being made now to bring the 
invention out, and to that end a train 
of ten cars is to be pnt on the Chica 
go, Burlington and Quincy railroad, 
fitted rip with three tracks to each 
car. As soon as this is done the ex- 
periment is to be made on other 
roads. It is claimed that the cars 
thus equipped will haul double their 
former capacity with very little in 
creased motive power required, while 
on curves in the track it operates as 
readily as a two truck car. In the 
construction of ihe car the additional 
third truck will not exceed $150. 


A GREAT RAILWAY SCHEME. 


A Washington special has this 


piece of rather startling intelligence. 


Mr. Hinton Rowan Helper, author 


of "The Impending Crisis," the work 
which, written just before the war, 
urging the abolition of slavery, at- 
tracted much attention, especially as 
the work of a southern man, is here 
BOW, with a very important measure 
in-hand, which, if successful, prom- 
ises to be of vast importance to this 
country and to all of America. Mr. 
Helper, who, when he wrote "The 
Impending Crisis," was a South Car- 
olinian, has been for some years a 
resident of St. Louis. A few years 
since he was heard from again in an 
article in the newspaper press, in 
which he suggested the necessity of 
a great railway line, running from 
Hudson's Bay, in the British Posses- 
sions, through Canada, the United 
States, Mexico, Central America and 
the various Eepublics of the western 
portion of South America to the 
southern border of the Argentine 
Confederation, uniting the various 
countries of the western hemisphere, 
and making the interchange of their 
commodities rapid and easy. The 
next that was heard of him was an 
offer of $5,000 for the best five es- 
says on the subject of the "Three 
Americas' Railway," as he had named 
the proposed enterprise. For these 
he paid out of his own private for 
tune, and to this $5,000 he added 
$10,000 more, which he expended in 
traveling in person over thousands 
of miles of country south of the 
United States to which his proposi- 
tion referred, and in piinting the re- 
sult of his studies and expenditures 
in the form of a book entitled, "The 
Three Americas' Railway." Some 
time since Judge Belfoid, of Coloia- 
do, introduced in the house a resolu- 
tion looking to the publication by the 
government of a large edition of Mr 
Helper's work on this subject, but it 
has not yet been acted upon, and re 
cently a resolution was offered in the 
senate and house authorizing the 
president to appoint a commissioner 
to visit Central America, Columbia, 
Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia and the Ar- 
gentine Confederation, and consult 
with the officials and prominent citi- 
zens, and ascertain their feelings and 
views regarding a close railway com 
munication with this country, and 
whether they would probably en- 
courage a railway such Tis indicated 
above. The results of this investi- 
gation are to be reported to the state 
department for the benefit of those 
who desire to avail themselves of the 
information. This movement is the. 
first public step in the tremendous 
enterprise which Mr. Helper has been 
quietly studying and developing in 
theory for over fifteen years. He 
says frankly that he has said little 
about his enterprise m the past, foi 
he did not care to be called a lunatic, 
but now he sees that the country is 
beginning to be ready for it, and he 
feels that he may talk about it. The 
fact that one third of the proposed 
line, from Hudson Bay to the City of 
Mexico, is now either built or under 
contract, and that railioad entei 
prises are pushing forward south of 
the City of Mexico and in South 
America as well, is an evidence that 
the time is at hand for an enterprise 
of this sort. What he now wants is 
that this initial step, of the appoint- 
ment of a commission to examine into 
the subject, be taken by the next 
congress. 
The lino of road remain 


ing yet to be built would be about

erosion train of the Missouri Press 
Association, while on the way to 
Galvcston, Texas, over the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas division of the 
Missouri Pacific llnilroad, collided 
with a loose engine and caboose at 
half past three o'clock this morning, 
five miles north of Oswego, Kansas. 
In some unexplained manner the en- 
gine and caboose started alone, up 
the track, from Oswego, while Con- 
ductor Pagan and the engineer were 
in tho officp at that point receiving 
orders, and when it reached the point 
of collision was flying along at the 
rato of forty miles an hour. 
The 


engineer of the excursion train slow- 
ed up his train and came nearly to a 
stop, arid then he and his fireman 
jumped, jnst in time to save them- 
selves from death. 
Both engines 


were completely wrecked, and the 
tender of the excursion train tele- 
scoped the postal car, and the chief 
postal clerk was slightly injured. The 
passengers on the excursion train, 
numbering several hundred editors, 
thoir wives, daughters and other per- 
sons, were greatly shaken up and 
much alarmed, but none were hurt. 
Had the excursion train not slowed 
up, it is likely that there would have 
been a fearful loss of life. 
The ex- 


cursion train was taken back to Par- 
sons, some hours after the collision, 
but will proceed again ns soon as the 
'track is clear. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 12,—Mr. 


Davidge resumed his argument for 
the prosecution in the Oniteau case 
this morning, again addressing him- 
self to the question of jurisdiction.

A PERFECT CKUSII. 


Lively Scenes at Linn & Scraugv Store 


To-Day. 


The wretched state of the weather did 


not prevent a monster sale of calicoes, 
dress goods nud other articles at Linn & 
Scruggs five-stores-in-one establishment 
to-day. The firm had advertised exten- 
sively that they would sell calico at two 
cents a yard, and 25 and 30-cent dress 
goods at nine cents a yard, and the way 
the people flocked to the store through 
the rain from all quarters of the city, and 
even from country districts, filling the 
large rooms completely, reminded the re- 
porter of scenes presented in Decatur on 
a Barnum circus day.

She 
believed Pateey knew where Harry Wil- 
liams was, but he stretched hemp without 
giving the information M> much desired. 


Up to this morning Lizzie had not seen 


an account of the hanging, but she had 
been told by Sheriff Foster that all was 
over with Patsey, and he had given her a 
piece of the rope used at the execution. 
This, Mrs. Davis told the scribe, Lizzie 
had held up and laughed at, at the same 
tune fitting the scrap of hemp to her own 
neck to see how it would feel. Mrs. Da- 
vis said the way the girl carried on was 
enough to make one's flesh creep. She 
also stated that Lizzie had shed a great 
many tears during yesterday and last 
evening, ami that she remained awake 
during the whole of last night. In re- 
sponse to the inquiry why she had lost her 
sleep, Lizzie told the reporter that she sat 
up at Patsey's wake, as she guessed no 
one else did. It was plainly apparent 
that Lizzie did not wish to talk much 
about the hanging bee. She kept quiet 
most of the time during the short visit, 
and seemed to be doing a deal of tall 
thinking as is her custom. 


PATSEY'S LAST LETTER TO LIZZIE. 


Lizzie stated that she had received a 


farewell letter from Pateey, ot which the 
following is a copy: 


CLINTON, May 10,1882. 


To MY DEAR LIZZIE BARTON:—Dear I 


thought I would write you for the last 
time on earth. I did not have time be- 
fore, being so busy with niy affairs. Oh 
yon do not know how sorry I am to leave 
you, after I ain gone my love is so strong 
for you that I would just as leave die as 
to live on earth without you; this is the 
trnth, Lizzie, and you know it as well as 
I, aa I feel so sad in writing this last of 
all letters that I shall ever pen to any 
living person, it almost breaks my heart. 
When I think of you, the only person ex- 
cept mother and sister it almost breaks 
me np. God knows this is true. Be a 
good girl and think of me for I will think 
of you while life lasts. 


Oh, my God how it grieves me to know 


that I must leave you so soon, never more 
to see your kind and beautiful face, or 
listen to your whispers of love to go away 
and leave you friendless and in the hands 
of enemies who wish you nothing but 
harm. No one to care for you, no one to 
love you. It is hard indeed, all other 
things become small as compared with 
this.
